THE MEDIAEVAL MIND IN MUSIC, 


- 

“The Medieval Mind in Music ” was the subject 
of an interesting ture delivered yesterday alter- 
noou by Dr. Terry, organist of Westminster Cathe- 
dral, in the Lecture Theatre, Royal Dublin Society, 
in the presence of a large audience. 

The lecturer pointed out the change which had 
taken piace im the minds of literary men in regard 
to modiaval times. ‘The idea of the man in the 
street was confined to the opinion that about that 
period the rulers were oppressors and the eo pie 
were slaves, and the expression ' medizevalism 
used to express contempt and contumely. It was 
not conducive to learn- 
ing in comfort as they were io«lay, but the people 
were always looking íor something noble in lite. It 
had been a custom to sneer at medieval music, and 
what critics t« 'rmed “the stupid monkish adherence 
to proportions.” He had been cailed on to study 
the music of one of the most modern of the Russian 
composers who was praised fer his revolutienary 
inality and complexity, but judge his surprise 
monkish 
History repeated itseli, and they were 
harking back, to the a al principles. The 
medieval mind did not shrink from conclusions when 
it was satisfied with the premises. After describing 
some of the features of Gregorian music, th? lecturer 
referred to the different types ef the music of the 
tronbadours, and wondered how many people would 
distinguish between some of the troubadours’ songs 


orig 


' and a Gregorian chant, not Knewing the words. As 


the ages went on, manners and customs altered, but 
the emotions never changed hey owed a debt of 
wratitude to those masters who had given them the 
music in medieval times, from which their modern 
music was evolved. They were men who conecived 
atieinel ideas, and had a sublime confidence in the 
uitnre 

The lectorer illustrated his remarks by playing 
selections en the piane, A small choir, onder tho 
dircction of Miss Culwick sang an early Benedictus 
and some madrigals of the sixteenth century.

The assassin’s hand is still active. Politics 
is now an excuse for so many sins against 
God and man that the true motives of 
some of the crimes which we report from 
day to day are obscure. During the present 
week a soldier has been murdered at Cork, 
and a daylight assassination has occurred 
in a quiet suburb of Dublin. We report 
to-day the brutal murder of Mr. Frank 
Shawe-Taylor, a well-known landlord in 
the West of Ireland. His only offence 
seems to have been either that he had 
refused to give land to men who wanted 
it or that he had given it to others who 
had served their King in the great war. 
A fresh chapter will have been opened in 
the story of Ireland’s progress towards 
perdition if the foulest passions of the 
Land League days are to be imported into 
the campaign against British authority in 
this country.

could have been much better. 
have been much better but for the fact 
that the Treasury has not the absolute 
confidence of the people. Investors will 
not subscribe their money to Government 
loans, even at 53 per cent., unless and 
until they are convinced that their money 
is being spent to the best advantage. At 
present no such conviction exists." In 
spite of the furious agitation of last 
autumn, in spite of Mr. Lloyd George’s in- 
structions to his Ministers, the public’s 
money is still being squandered. For- 
tunately, reyenue is coming in at an ex- 
cellent rate, but a temporary embarvas de 
richesses does not justify continued extra- 
vagance. On the contrary, it should en- 
courage the Government to save. Every 
day brings evidence of some fresh extra- 
vagance. On Tuesday the House of Com- 
mons was informed that the housing of 
the British delegation at the ‘Peace Con- 
ference had cost the taxpayers £220,000. 
If, this sum be any criterion, the nation 
may expect a staggering bill from the 
Food Ministry which fed our delegates. 
Various excuses were advanced to explain 
the immensity of the expense. Sir Alfred 
Mond protested that “it would not have 
done for the British Government to have 
hidden itself in Montmartre.”” Unfor- 
tunately fur the world, the Government 
was not so jealous of its prestige in other, 
and more important, respects. The Peace 
Treaty is a melancholy monument to in- 
efficiency. Had the delegation heen 


a truly inclusive haul, and it has dealt a 
most untimely blow at the Executive's 
prestige. 

Some weeks ago a motor car containing 
two British officers was “held up” in the 
streets of Dublin, and now we have this 
still more serious incident of the Castle 
mail-bags. A great soldier said that the 
business of generalship was to find out 
“ what the other fellow was thinking.’’ Has 
the Irish Government tried to apply this 
maxim to its conflict with Republicanism ? 
The designers of the recent coups have given 
ample proof of their intelligence, audacity, 
and resource, They are well awate that 
the best way to discredit an enemy in | 
this country is to make him appear stupid | 
or ridiculous. They realise that, while 
the Government usually has a reasonable 
defence for its failure to detect and punish 


murder, it cannot easily defend its failure | 
to take the ordinary precautions of guerilla | 
warfare. The two officers were “held up”’ 
on the day when Mr. Bartdn was being | 
taken to prison—probably in, mistake for | 
him—yet they were unarmed. [Mr. Winston | 
Churchill, speaking in the House of 
Commons, did ndt conceal his surprise at 
this fact. Recently an official mail-bag 
was taken from a policeman in Cork.

spatched yesterday—and, no doubt, on} 
many previous days—in a one-horse van, 
which was occupied only by an unarmed 
driver and an unarmed postal servant, 
Of course, it ought to have been guarded | 
by some of the sdldiers: who afterwards | 
made frwitless searches for the missing 
letters. When will the Executive realise 
that not merely the probable, but even. 
the unlikely, ought to be foreseen, and , 
that brains must be opposed by brains ? | 
So long as it is deficient in this depart- | 
ment, not all the physical resources of | 
the British Crown will be able to save it | 
from discomfiture.

Hospital Finance. 


All the big hospitals of the United 
Kingdom are in financial difficulties. 
Though there never were so many people 
clamouring at their doors for admission, 
there is a grave danger that several of the 
best-equipped institutions must élose. The 
managements have reached the end of their 
resources, and a change in the system 
under which the hospitals are financed has 
become imperative. Only two courses are 
open. The hospitals must either fall back 
on State aid, and thus abandon the volun- 
tary principle which has accomplished so 
much in the past, or meet the emergency 
by finding new sources of revenue. A 
Government grant would involve bureau- 
cratic supervision of some kind, and, as 
experience in other directions has shown, 
that is an evil that should be avoided if 
possible. It would mean also a serious 
increase in the Government's demand 
upon the taxpayers, particularly the 
hard-pressed middle classes. To meet the 
most urgent needs of the London hospitals 
Lord Knutsford has devised what seems 
to be an eminently fair plan. He pro- 
poses that every in-patient, except those 
who are absolutely without means, shall 
be required to pay a weekly contribution 
of 1s. 6d. towards the cost of his food. The 
average working man is quife able to pay 
such a moderate charge for any member of 
his family who may need hospital treat- 
ment. It is proposed also that out-patients, 
who already pay for medicine and bandages, 
shall be asked in future to pay a small 
fee for the doctor's services. If Lord 
Knutsford's plan is adopted and works 
successfully, it is bound to have an im- 
portant influence on the policy of hospitals 
outside London. 


Coal Supplies. 


Although ten days have elapsed since the 
Government promised to increase Ireland’s 
supply of coal by 40,000 tons, there is no 
sign yet that steps have been taken to 
that end. The Shipping Controller blocks 
the way. Urgent messages have been ad- 
dressec to him from various quarters, but 
the necessary tonnage has not been fur- 
nished. Meanwhile the country’s plight 
is serious. Industrial concerns are 
living on their reserve stocks of fuel,

The situation is 
particularly grave in the North, where, 
owing to an unfortunate dispute at the 
Belfast docks, delivery of the limited sup- 
plies which can be shipped has been 
virtually suspended during the last fort- 
night. The coal-porters claimed that 


telegraph messengers had refused to de- 
liver the telegrams “in view of the risk 
involved.” ‘In the circumstances” Mr. 
Illingworth “did not think it reasonable 
to ask them to do so,” and “ there was, 
therefore, no alternative but to suspend 
the ordinary service.’ Now it appears 
that a risk is involved. not merely in 
the delivery of midnight messages to news- 
papers, but even in the daylight delivery 
of official correspondence to the seat of 
Irish administration. In other words, while 
the Home Rule Bill talks solemnly of 
services “reserved till the date of Irish 
union,” the date of aserious collapse of the 
Irish Post Office seems to be approaching 
with uncomfortable speed. The Republi- 
can movement, sublimely indifferent to 
the Cabinet’s visions, pursues its task of 
making Ireland ungovernable by British 
power. In such circumstances surely it is 
the business of British statesmen to face 
the facts? It is fatal folly to waste time 
over a measure which Ireland rejects and 
which, if enforced, will serve only to turn 
confusion into chaos. The Cabinet's plain 
and urgent duty to Ireland to-day is the 
maintenance of the normal functions of 


civilised government. 


The New Bonds. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
answer to a question in the’ House of 
Commons yesterday, described the result 
of the recent issue of Exchequer Bonds as 
“ most satisfactory.’’ It was much better, 
he declared, than he had hoped or his 
qualified advisers thought possible. The 
object of this issue—the lists of which 
closed on Saturday—was to fund three

It is easy to estimate the merits of the 
dispute. e demands made on behalf of 
the men do not, on the face of them, 
appear to be unreasonable as times go. 
Considering the responsible nature of the 
work and the sums paid nowadays. to 
skilled artisans in other trades, the de- 
mand that the driver of a steam wagon in 
London should receive four guineas a week 
is not, for example, in any way out- 
rageous. 

The real difficulty is that, until the 
production of the country greatly im- 
creases, these successive rises in wages are 
not justified by the economic position as 
a whole, and only increase the cost of 
living to the rest of the community. No 
one would object to giving a carman the 
addition that he asks if it did not entail 
an increase in the severity of the struggle 
for life for every other soul in the com- 
munity, and in no long time for himself 
also. 

Many of the trade union leaders are 
trained economists, and know as well as 
anybody the working of “the vicious 
circle.” Mr. Clynes, Mr. Thomas, and 
others have made excellent speeches on 
the subject. I wish that the leaders of 
some great trade union—say, the railway- 
men or the coal-miners—could induce their 
members to try a self-sacrificing experi- 
ment, and ask for a reduction instead of 
a rise in their rate of pay. Of course, 
they would have to be given an absolute 
guarantee that the savings effected in the 
wage bill should be devoted entirely to 
reducing the cost to the consumers, them- 
selves included. But, if it could be done— 
I hope I am not absolutely idealistic—I 
believe that the effect would be magical, 
and that in a few months’ time their real 
wages, as measured in goods and services, 
would have risen in much greater propor- 
tion than ,their nominal wages had de- 
clined. 

The House of Commons, though well 
filled, was very quiet all through the 
question hour to-day. Points of general 
interest were few and far between, and 
members began to get more than a little 
bored. Several members made representa- 
tion to the Minister of Health concerning 
the housing question and the outrageous 
rents now being charged for entry into 
flats and houses. Dr. Addison recognised 
the necessity of haste, and promised the 
utmost expedition in getting a report on 
this matter. 

In reply to Major O'Neill it was stated 
by Mr. Bonar Law that it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to introduce a Bill 
for the completion of land purchase in 
Ireland. With regard to the point 
whether the office of Chief Secretary 
would be retained under the Home Rule 
Bill, and what would be done in the 
case of constituencies returning two 
members, Mr. Bonar Law stated that 
these were matters that must be dealt 
with in debate. Captain Redmond asked 
whether the Government had, or had not, 
made up its mind whether there was to 
be a Chief Secretary or not, only to be 
reminded of what happened during the 
debate on the preceding Bill with regard 
to the same point. 

Mr. Bonar Law stated this afternoon 
that it was hoped that the second reading 
of the Home Rule Bill might be taken 
before Easter. It is said in the Lobby 
that the possible date is Monday, March 
22nd, and that the Bill will be inaugurated 
with a speech by the Prime Minister. 

Sir E. Carson and his followers of the 
Ulster Unionist representation have gone 
to Ireland im order to counsel their fol- 
lowers on the attitude to be adopted in 
Parliament towards the Home Rule Bill. 
The conferences begin with a meeting to- 
morrow of the Standing Committee of the 
Ulster Unionist Council. This will be 
followed by meetings of the Council itself, 
and subsequently conferences in different 
parts of the province outside Belfast. 
Assertions, such as have been heard of 
late, that the decfsion will be in favour of 
Acceptance, are based purely on assump- 
tion. The outlook on this subject is at 
best uncertain, and such events 
reported from Ireland to-day do not tend 
to support the assumption. Nor, if the 
report be true that the second reading of 
the Bill is to be taken so early as the 22nd 
inst., will it work for the conciliation of 
Ulster s feeling, since it is believed that 
decision there can scarcely be reached 
in less than a fortnight. 

Activities at Westminster in regard to 
the Bill continue: to develop. A move- 
ment is now on foot among Unionists— 
who oppose Home Rule on the ground of 
danger to Imperial interests—for the hold- 
ing of a meeting of Unionists generally to 
consider the Bul. To-morrow a meeting 
of representatives of the Irish Unionist 
Alliance (which is opposed to the Bill on 
any terms) will be held at the House of 
Commons.

COUNTY LONGFORD. 
UNDETECTED CRIME. 

The County Longford Assizes were opened in 
the Crown Court, Longford, on Tuesday by Mr. 
Justice Dodd. There being no criminal business, 
His Lordship was presented with a pair of white 
gloves. 

His Lordship returned thanks, and said that 
there were three reasons why a judge receives 
white gloves, and they were: (1) when there is 
no crime, (2) when the cases are sent to another 
venue, and (3) when crime is undetected. He 
must be frank, and say that these gloves were 
not coming to him because the county was abso- 
lutely free from crime. On the other hand, he 
was sorry to say that there were things which 
gave him some uneasiness. He found that the 
number of reported cases was 24, and not a 
single bill had been sent up in respect of them. 
They were cases of malicious wounding, one an 
attempt to make a man decline to jom the 
Roval Irish Constabulary; a case of burglary, 
four of robbery and assault, with intent to rob, 
larceny, arson and malicious injury, threatening 
letters and demanding arms. Going into the 
statistics, he found the common reason why no 
bill was sent in was that the police could not 
get evidence. The crime did not seem to be 
widespread, and seemed to be in a great 
measure foolishness and nonsense.

CLASSICAL ASSOCIATION OF 
IRELAND. 


—— 


“THE PHARSALIA OF LUCAN.” 

At a meeting of the Classical Association of 
Irelagd, beld last evening in the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin, the President, Professor 
R. M. Henry, M.A., Queen’s University, Belfast, 
delivered a lecture on ‘“ The Pharsalia of 
Lucan.” Professor Macalister cccupied the 
chair. 

The lecturer at the outset mentioned that till 
the beginning of the nineteenth century Lucan 
and Statius were read and admired. It was ad- 
mitted that they were inferior to Virgil, but 
they were, for all that, held “So have positive 
Dante re- 
garded Lucan as second only to Virgil. Mon- 
taigne held him in high esteem, and English 
critics were not slow to confess a similar admira- 
tion. The Pharsalia, or, as Lucan himself 
seemed to have preferred to call it, the De Bello 
Cirili, was. so far as choice of subject went, not 
in the Virgilian, but in the pre-Virgilian, tradi- 
tion. Lucan chose, as did Ennius and Hostius 
and Varro, an episode from Roman history as 
the theme for an epic poem. So natural and 
proper did that seem to his contemporaries, even 
with the example of Virgil before their eves, 
that, though he did not lack for critics, their 
criticism was directed not to that, but to the 
details of his treatment. If Virgil, or, still 
more, Homer, were taken as the standard of 
poetical construction, the very <hoice of Lucan’s 
subject must be pronounced to be a radical 
fault. In his (Professor Henry's) judgment, at 
any rate, they were hardly entitled to set up 
these absolute standards. A poem, like any 
other work of art, must be a unity; it must 
produce some definite impression or series of 
harmonious, even though diverse, impressions. 
But they were not justified in laying it down as a 
law that that artistic unity could not be pro- 
duced in any way but the one, or that the Greek 
method was the only method of achieving it. A 
poet may justly be Mail for not producing it, 
but not because he chose to produce it in his 
own way. Taking the Pharsalia as a Roman 
work of art in the first place, ‘t vas imperfect, 
and conjecture as to how Lucan intended to 
finish it was precarious. Many of the conjec- 
tures were vitiated by false assumptions derived 
from principles which Lucan would not have 
acknowledged. For instance, ihe idea that he 
must have intended to carry it down to the 
death of Cmsar rested upon the assumption thae 
Cesar must have been in some way intended to 
be the hero of the poem. To what copious 
streams. of ingenious reasonmg had not this 
fruitless controversy as to the hero of the Phar- 
salia given rise! Was it Cesar, was it Pompey, 
was it Cato who was the real hero? The critics 
who decided for one or other of these, or of the 
other suggested “ heroes,”” made out Lucan to 
have been in the matter of execution a sorry 
bungler, and pointed, in mitigation of sentence 
_to his age and inexperience and .the bad ex. 
ample of bis times. Lucan was not thinking of 
a hero, but of an idea, a principle, an abstrac- 
tion. He wrote for a Roman audience to whom 
persons were less than ideals, less than ab- 
stractions. The city and the republic, the 
waperitum Romanum, were something more to 
the true Roman, to all citizens imbued with the 
true Roman spirit, than any Scipio or Pompey 
or Cmsar of them all. It seemed, perhaps, as 
though such an abstraction was (00 tenuous and 
bloodless to bind into a unity a work of the ima- 
gination. Something fuller and richer was 
asked for to engage their whole interest and 
attention, but men had even down to yesterd 
died for an idea—even for a dream ae 
would never, perhaps, be i : :

ECONOMIC QUESTIONS. 


DISCUSSIONS ENDED FOR 


THE PRESENT. 

Yesterday afternoon's official communiqué 
says :— 

The Supreme Council of the Allied Powers 
met to-day, and was attended by Mr. Lloyd 
George, Lord Curzon, Mr. Winston Churchill, 
Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, M. Paul Cam- 
bon, M. Berthelot, General de la Panouse, 
Signor Nitti, Signor Scialoja,"Marquis Imperiali, 
and General Cavallero, Viscount Chinda, and 
military and other experts. The session was  de- 
voted to the consideration of the report by the 
Commission under Marshal Foch on the military 
and air conditions of the peace with Tyrkey, 
and connected questions 

The Press Association understands that the 
Peace Conference proper has ended for the pre- 
seni The discussioks connected with the Peace 
Treaties will be centinued with the Foreign 
Office by the foreign Ministers and experts und 
by the British reprfpentatives, under the chair- 
marship of Earl Curzon. Signor Nitti, the 
Italian Premier, will leave London early this 
morning. 

The official communiqué of yesterday after- 
noon’s session of the Supreme Council an- 
nounced that the Council first considered the 
future of Bessarabia, after which certain 
aspects of the remarks of the Hungarian Dele- 
gation on the Treaty of Peace were discussed. 

Subsequently the Council was joined by the 
‘economic and financial experts, and resumed 
the examination of the draft resolutioris in re- 
gard to high prices and exchanges. 

The Press Association adds :—It is hoped that 
the Turkish Treaty will be presented in com- 
plete form to the Turkish representatives in 
Paris on or about 22nd inst. The report on 
high prices and exchanges has not yet been 
completed.

SEARCHES AND ARRESTS 


IN THE CITY. 

In daylight, in the City of Dublin yesterday, 
a General Post Office van, which was on its way 
from the Rotunda Rink Postal Department to 
Dublin Castle, was stopped by armed and 
masked men, and the mail bags, which con- 
tained, it is stated, correspondence for Dublin 
Castle Departments, were stolen. The affair 
appears to have been carefully planned, and it 
was carried out with daring and success. 

No official account of the robbery was forth- 
coming last night, and no information was given 
at the General Post Office regarding the matter, 
but inquiries show that shortly after 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning a one-horse Post Office mail 
van left the Rotunda Rink, in charge of) a 
driver and an official, was driven through the 
back exit into Rutland Square, and thence 
to Parnell street. Near the corner of Dominick 
street the van was stopped by armed men, the 
door was opened, the bags ripped, and the con- 
tents were carried away. The number of the 
men engaged in the affair has not been ascer- 
tained, but one account places the number at 
twelve. 

Another account states that two men rushed 
out from the footpath at the corner of Dominick 
street, and while one of them grasped the 
reins the other mounted the seat of the van, 
and, with a revolver pointing at the driver, 
commanded him to hand him the reins. This 
the driver did, and a third man, who was 
cycling behind, pointed a revolver at the other 
occupant. The van was then taken charge of 
by the assailants, who drove it into Dominick 
lane, a laneway little frequented, situated 
about a hundred yards from Lower Dominick 
street, and ending in a cul-de-sac. Here they 
carried out their work expeditiously and dis- 
appeared. 

Still another account states that the driver 
was ordered by one of two men to bring the 
van to Dominick lane, and that there a body 
of men, who were waiting for it, robbed the 
contents and left, passing out and into a side 
street. It is also said that the driver and his 
companion were commanded to leave their 
places, and were removed by armed men to the 
roadway, while other men drove the van to 
Dominick lané. The driver and his fellow: 
prisoner were set at liberty after the mail

WELL-KNOWN GENTLEMAN 
' SHOT DEAD. - 
SHOCKING CRIME ON A 
' LONELY ROAD. 


Our Athenry Correspondent telegraphed last 
night :— : 

Mr. Frank Shawe-Taylor, J.P., was shot 
dead this morning while on his way to the fair 
of Galway. . 

From the particulars to hand Mr. Shawe- 
Taylor left by motor car with his chauffeur, and 
when about two miles from his residence on the 
road to Galway he was surrounded by armed 
men and received two gun shots, which almost 
blew his head off. 

Close to the place, where the outrage occurred 
there is a farmer’s house, and from the yard a 
cart had been taken and placed across the road. 
On arriving here, the motor car pulled uv, and 
when Barrett, the chauffeur, got out to remove 
the obstruction, Mr. Shawe-Taylor, who re 
mained in the motor car, was fired at from 
close range. s 

The injuries inflicted were terrible, and death 
must have been instantaneous. 

The cause of the trouble is said to be due to 
his refusal to sell some land, as only a few days 
ago a deputation waited on him, asking him to 
sell some of his land, and he refused. 

A report had been current that he had sold a 
considerable portion of land within the past 
week to be given to demobilised soldiers.

EXTRAORDINARY AFFAIR IN 


COUNTY DONEGAL. 

Telegraphing last night, our Derry Correspon- 
dent says:—An extraordinary affair took place 
late last night on the Burtonport section of the 
Derry and Lough Swilly Railway. The outgoing 
passenger train from Derry was held up in a 
most daring manner at Kincaslagh, a lonely 
station, five miles from Dunloe, the scene of the 
recent shooting outrage, in which four police- 
men were wounded, 

shortly after ten o'clock, just before the train 
from Derry was due to reach the station, a gang 
of armed and masked men, numbering fifteen, 
marched on to the platfomm. The station- 
master and porter were caught and bound with 
ropes, and then locked in the waiting-room. 

As the train steamed in two armed raiders 
boarded the engine, and, presenting revolvers 
at the engine-driver and fireman, placed them 
under arrest. Meantime other raiders snb- 
jected the goods van and, passenger carriages 
to an exhaustive search, during which articles 
were strewn about the place. 

The search oceupied half an hour, boxes being 
opened and their contents examined, evidently 
in a search for ammunition which it was be- 
lieved was being conveyed to the police, The 
search was futile, and the marauders de- 
camped. The only thing missing was a cash 
box from the guard’s van, but it was empty. 

The raiders had evidently planned the attack 
carefully. After they had seized the station- 
master the telegraph instrument was smashed. 
They went about the work of ransacking the 
luggage in a leisurely fashion. The passengers 
were greatly alarmed, but no violence was 
offered to them, 

The police in the nearest barracks, which is 
five miles away, were communicated with, but 
no arrests have been made. This is the third 
attack on trains in the same district.

A. SHOCKING CRIME. 


THE VICTIM IDENTIFIED. 
Dr. Louis A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, held 


| an inquest yesterday in the Mater Misericordis 


Hospital on the body of the young man who 
was found on the evening in the 
vicinity of the Model Farm, Glasnevin, with 
fatal bullet wounds in the head and chest. 
District-Inspector Lowndes, R.I.C., Howth, re- 


presented the police. 

The Coroner, in opening the inquiry, informed 
the jury that the case was that of a young 
man who was found shot in an avenue leading 
‘to the Mode] Farm, Glasnevin, on the previous 
evening between 5 and 6 o'clock. The body, 
shortly after discovery, was brought to that 
hospital, and on its arrival there life was found 
to be extinct. 

Timothy O’Mahony, hall porter in the Gran- 
ville Hotel, Sackville street, Dublin, identified 
the body as that of a man named Jameson, 
who had been temporarily staying at that hotel. 
The deceased man left the hotel about 4 
o'clock on Tuesday evening. . 

To the Coroner—The witness did not know 
his Christian name. Only the surname was 
entered in the hotel register. He had stayed at, 
the hotel three or four times. 

District-Inspector Lowndes—How often had he 
stayed at the hotel? This was about his third 
visit to my knowledge. 

Previous to this, the last occasion was about. 
Christmas? Yes, he was there at Christmas, 

Did you know whether he had served in the 
Army? He told me that he had served in it. 

James Scott McNaughten, of Carlingford 
Lodge, Glasnevin, testified to having found the 
body. He was returning from work about 5.30 
p.m. on the 2nd inst., and when about 50 yards 
or so from Hampstead gate, on the Ballymun 
road side, he observed the body of a man lying 
across the footpath near the hedge. He went 
over to the body, which lay on its right side, 
the feet being on the roadway. He did not 
touch the body, but went back to where workers 
belonging to the Model Farm were, & few 
hundred yards away, and told two of them 
named Byrne and Daly of his discovery. As 
they were coming back they met two students 
from the Model Farm, who came along with 
them. The witness afterwards went to Glas- 
nevin, and telephoned for the ambulance and 
for the police. 

pe THREE SHOTS FIRED. 

In reply to District-Inspector Lowndes, the 
witness said that he heard three shots fired 
about ten minutes previous to his finding the 
body. They seemed to be from about the 
place where he afterwards found the body. He 
went towards the place after hearing the shots. 

Dr. M. J: O'Flaherty, house physician in the 
Mater Misericordis Hospital, deposed that at 
6.25 p.m. on the 2nd inst. the body of a man 
was brought in the ambulance to that institu- 
tion. Life was then extinct. His height was 
about 5ft. Tins. The body was that of & very 
muscular man. The face and head were 
heavily bloodstained. On the front of the, 
right arm was a tattoo mark of a lady in 
Japanese costume. On the front right forearm 
were tattoo marks of the head and shoulders of 
a lady, and lower down a tattoo mark of a bird. 
On tne back of the forearm was a tattoo mark 
of a large bird, a cobra, and a Japanese lady. 
Between the bird and cobra the word 
“ Phyllis” wag tattooed; and on the fourth 
finger of the right band 4 snake ring was 
tattooed. .On the outer aspect of the left 
arm a dragon was tattooed, and on the outer 
aspect, of the left forearm animals and flowers; 
and on front of the left forearm a mermaid, and 
lower down a butterfly was tattooed. Rings 
were also tattooed on the left middle and little 
fingers. One and a half: inches below, 
and 2} inches inside, the left nipple 
was a bullet wound, three-quarters

aa the skin Bees. being stained a leaden 
hue. Four-and-a-half inches below tho scapula 
there was a circular wound of about a quarter 
of an inch, having a leaden hue. A half-inch 
in front of the right ear there was a circular 
aperture a quarter of an inch in diameter. 
The ekin over the parotid region, the skin 
of the ear, and the adjacent portions of the 
skin of the neck had a black-pitted hemorrhage 
appearance. About an inch below the external 
occipital protuberance and a half-inch to the 
right of the middie line was a rugged wound a 
half-inch long, The sixth costal cartilage was 
fractured at its junction with the sternum, a 
portion of the cartilage lying in the pectoral 
musele.- There was no blood in the 
left . pleural cavity. The right pleural 
cavity waa filled with blood, and the peri 
cardium. also contained a large amount of 
blodd. In the lower lobe of the right lung,

The other 
bullet, which entered in front of the right ear, 
must have been fired from the right front, 
Death must have been practically instan- 
taneous.

THE ISSUE OF EXCHEQUER 
BONDS. 
£60,000,000 CASH SUBSCRIBED. 

Mr. George Lambert asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer whether he could make any 
statement with regard to the issue of 51 per 
cent. Exchequer Bonds, which list closed on 
Saturday last. 

Mr. Chamberlain—I gave the House the ap- 
proximate figures on February 24th, showing 
that a total of about £99,000,000 of Bonds were 
converted. It is not yet possible to give the 
exact figures for the cash subscriptions, but I 
can say that the cash subscribed exceeds 
£60,000,000-—(cheers)—making a total issne of not 
less than £160,000,000—(cheers)—out of a total 
of £198,200,000 of Exchequer Bonds maturing 
during the current year, 1920. We have, there- 
fore been able to provide £138,500,000 towards 
the £156,400,000 maturing in February and 
March, and £21,500,000 towards the total of 
£46,800,000 maturing on December Ist. This 
will be recognised by the House as a most 
satisfactory result. It is, indeed, much better 
than I had hoped, or my qualified advisers 
thought possible. (Cheers.) 


COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY.

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
' Mr. Bonar. Law informed Major O'Neill that

Major O'Neill also asked the Prime Minister 
whether, in the case of constituencies returning 
more than one member to the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom under the provisions of 
the Government of Ireland Bill, it was in- 
tended that such constituencies’ should be 
divided. 

Mr. Bonar Law—The points which my hon. 
friend raises are matters which ,can only be 
dealt with adequately in debate during the 
passage of the bill. 

Major O’Neill—Is it not a fact that the bill 
contains schedules with regard to the number 
of members to be returned to this House, and 
can the right hon. gentleman not give some in- 
dication as to the manner in which, where two 
members are returned for the same const 
tuency, they are to be elected? There is 
nothing in the bill to show that. 

Mr. Bonar Law—I think it would be really 
impossible if members were to go through the 
bill bit by bit and ask for an interpretation of 
each. There is really no dealing with 1t except 
by discrssjon. 

Captain Redmond—Have the Government not 
yet made ug their minds whether there 1s to be 
a Chief Secretary for Ireland in this House if 
this bill ever passes? 

Mr. Bonar Law—That another question 
which can easily be raised in debate. 

Captain Redmond—-Does the right hon. gentle- 
man not think that it is a vital question 
affecting the future Government of Ireland? 

Mr. Bonar Law—I think there are other ques- 
tions more vital. My hon. friend has not the 
same recollection of the debates on the Home 
Rule Act as I have, or he would know that the 
same points were raised over and over again 
in the discussion on that bill. 

Captain Redmond—Will the right hon. gentle- 
man kindly inform the House whether the 
words “Mr. Attorney-General" on the back 
of the bill refer to the Attorney-General for 
England, or the’ Attorney-General for Ireland ? 

Mr Bonar Law—They mean the Attorney- 
General for England.
